Two readers sent-copies of a Wall Street Journal 
article on the proposed expansion of Physicians [SCA] Radio Network to 28 cities by the 
end of 1976; it is operated by Visual Information Systems. “Currently it offers an hour of 
news, repeated around the clock, and fresh daily. Late this summer it expects to change 
the news content twice a day . . .[and] each city has time for local medical happenings." 
There are currently six pharmaceutical companies who sponsor 8 one-minute commercials 
each hour. Also, I was sent two copies of a WS] article about the plight of WVCA 104.9 
Gloucester MA, which operates about 12 hours a day of classical music “when the owner 
is intown." Two companies have filed against WVCA, including one that would share the 
channel with WVCA offering religion when WVCA is not on the air now, The WVCA licensee, 
Simon Geller, however, wants to keep the channel to himself and share it with nobody « 
MA-area DKers might do well to listen to WVCA and note how erratic its schedule is—or 
isn't. 

A new PM station is being applied for in Fairbanks AK with 25 kw on 101,1—the area's 
first commercial FM, will be “beautiful music", and KJNP North Pole AK also files for FM, 
so that part of Alaska may have program alternatives to KUAC *104.7, the only FM service 
now available, The new station will be stereo-equipped, so-called "quad" [matrix] . K]NP's 
FM adjuct will presumably be gospel. KJNP applies for 100.3 25 kw hv; 1570'; the 101.1 station for.-41!, 4 ¥. 

Sharp-eyed Nick Lombardi noted that the secondary signal coverage for WKLS At lanta 
seemed low (p. 5, May VUD), and he's right. Instead of 65, it should have been 95! 

The new WWWJ 103.1 Johnstown OH has its staff almost entirely composed of former 
WBBY 103.9 Westerville OH people. The SCA of WVKO-FM 94.7 Columbus has improved 
in its tone quality, with Muzak, as is also the SCA of WIVN-FM 96.3 " . WWWJ will 
be on 6 am until midnight local time, carrying the Cleveland Indians baseball games, so 
on nights when the Indians are on the west coast, expect WWWJ to be on past midnight. 

A strike application has been filed-against WQIV New York for its 104.3 channél; would 
be classical, but there's reliable word that WQIV is agreeing to a sale which would return 
its format to classical, and probably its cali letters to WNCN, unless somebody grabs the 
WNCN calls in the interim, Extra-hemispherically, Bangkok, Thailand TVs simulcast, at 
least part of the time, in English on FM [same as on some Puerto Rico stations, with FM 
allowed to offer up to 25% of the FM schedule an English TV dialog]. 

KQRS-FM 92.5 Golden Valley MN plans to offer periodic "test patterns” on Monday 
mornings after the midnight sign off time; to give listeners a chance at testing stereo sepa- 
ration, etc. I wrote, urging frequent identifications and advance notice so that tests can 
be publicized in the VUD.

WHRS *91.7 Boynton Beach FL trying to get more money and a 
frequency change for higher power to better serve Spanish-speaking folk. 

WPLB-FM 107.3 Greenville MI now $, k; WLIP-FM 95.1 Kenosha WI'has rock at night, 
mr. WAUR 107.9 Aurora IL has Mutual news (at least at 9 p. m. it does), WJML-FM 98.9 
Petoskey MI illegally announcing power as 200,000 watts (instead of 100,000 h & v).

‘the new section on verifying PSB stations, we'll take a look at stations in the 
Aeronautical and Maritime Radio Services. 


PUBLIC SERVICE QSL's = ~ 


Most everyone has! a riitti-band portable radio covering one OF more of the public 
service bands; many IIsteners have @ ‘scanner tuned to local police’and fire depart- 
ments; and some OXers spend their time exclusively monitoring the public service tre- 
quencies. But with all the listening there seems to be little ititerest In verifying 
these stations. In the hope that this lack of Interest stems only from not knowing 
how to go about getting’those QSL's, I'd like to spend several columns on the subject. 

Although the same basic techniques may be applied to most types of VHF/UHF sta- 


tlons, 1'11 concentrate on the’ Public Safety Radfo Service because that's the one 
most of us listen to. Future articles wil! deal with verifying stations in other 
services. 

Public Service Stations Are Different. 


That's right! ‘They!re as different as. dey and night from ttie TV, FM and short- 
“wave stations you're used to QSLing. 

First, they're on the alr for ohly ohe reason--hand! ing I1fe-or prdperty- 
endangering emergencies. They're only Interested in contacting thetr mobi'te. unt ts 
and other public service agencies, and have no need for reports from casual listeners. 
‘ieee ort uni tke. the TV station. down the street, these agencles.don't.have,program 
directors or engineers to handle.reception reports... 

Finally, many agenctes (the Houston PD for example) use 16M cards ond magnetic 
Fecordlng tapes rather than conventional, Jog books, This: makes:It: dif tleult for:thon 
to check the detal Is-in your report. 

Doesn't sound promising, does it? -Well, you'd be surprised-mhat/can-be done 
Just by following sone simple guidelines. Wolll start next column

TV RECEIVERS OF THE FUTURE

It may be of interest to WTFDAers to know that Zenith's om 1-f engineering department 
checked out the LC 1-f filter used in the latest Heath color sets. The results were 
Somewhat predictable. Off the record, one engineer admitted that Heath's filter (manu- 
factured by Cotlcraft of Cary, Illinois) 4-f system provides the highest adjacent channet 
rejection of any set now on the market. They also found however, that it is difficult to 
tune a weak signal for best audio and video reception. If the fine tuning 1s adjusted 
for best picture, audio 1s attenuated. This condition has also been noted by sever: 
others who have evaluated the performance of the Heath 1-f system, It is then clear thi 
‘the response of the LC filter was destoned for very high adjacent channel rejection(great- 
er than 50 dB for adjacent sound & greater than 60 dB for adjacent video) at a slight 
sacrafice of audio performance. This may be an acceptable sacrafice for many DXers who 
are plagued by severe adjacent channel problems. With the proper design, this performance 
compromise can be eliminated to yield high adjacent channel rejection and excellent audio 
performance. That desion is a dual 1-f system, using entirely separate 1-f systems for 
sound and picture. MWe hope to have more information on this approach in a future VUD. 


Another noteworthy development 1s a system that completely eliminates the vertical hold 
control from television sets. The "vertical count-down" system divides the horizontal 
sync pulses to develop a vertical sync signal. Both the vertical oscillator and the 
vertical hold control (which tunes the vertical oscillator) are eliminated. Several 1975 
TV sets sey incorporate this feature and others sure to follow. In theory, weak 
signal vertical sync should be excellent with the count-down system. We have not yet 


seen the system in action on a weak signal.
